WHERE THE ME$^0NSI3r{ UTY 
BELONGS. 

If the Standard man says lit s prayers c,t 
all it is safe to assert that his most ardent 
and earnest petition is a request that the 
local government policy may eventuate in 
failure. In his opinion it would never do 
to allow a quartette of men to whom in the 
refinement of. irony he refers as the 
"fledgling "government" to accomplish 
what an "old goose" failed to do. ' It 
matters not to him how much the country 
might be advantaged by the opening of 
railway lands to settlement, the construc- 
tion" of the island railway and the assump- 
tion by the Dominion of the tremendous 
liabilities incurred by the mismanagement 
of the dry dock, where ho and those 
who entrusted delicate negotiations to his 
blundering hands failed, it would never, 
in his opinion, do to allow another set of 
men to succeed. Besides, a settlement of 
provincial differoncos with tho Dominion 
would remove all chance of another mis- 
sion to England, and another little bill of 
812,000 (!) for putting tilings in a worse 
shape than they wero before the mission 
was undertaken. Tho fact ia, the Stand- 
ard editor and his friends have thriven by 
koeping alive tho differences between tho 
province and tho Dominion. An open 
political sore has been their delight and 
profit; hence it is to bocxpoctod that they 
will oppose any and every .scheme for 
the restoration of cordial relations between 
Ottawa and Victoria on tho basis of an 
honorable and lasting peace. Wo shall 
not say whether tho government policy 
waB correctly foreshadowed by the Stand- 
ard a few days ago or not; but if that 
should prove to be the true version if car- 
ried out it will be advantageous to both 
Dominion and province. The now minis- 
try lost' no tinio after acceding to power in 
opening-negotiations with Ottawa. Not 
a day was unnecessarily wasted. That 
the session has been prolonged beyond 
precedent is no fault of theirs; as our con- 
temporary with characteristic impudence 
charges. Had the late government been 
actuated by proper motives they would 
havo resigned immediately after their de- 
feat at the polls last summer. Then the 
now government would have beeu formed 
and their policy framed, and oarly in Jan- 
uary tho details would havo been laid 
before the house. The late government, 
however, refused to resign hist summer. 
They patched up a ministry, met the 
house; wero dofeated by a voto of two to 
one on tho. se.eond day of the session. 
Thoir successors had to sock re-election, 
frame a policy and nogotiate with Ottawa 
through tho Dominion agent. It is said 
that that gentloman's mission met with 
success at the federal capital and that tho 
two governments are in perfect accord on 
tho three great quest ions, the settlement 
of which tho editor of the Standard and 
his friends prevented for years. This 
fact iu clearly established by the admis- 
sion of our contemporary on Thursday 
last when ho stated that a settlement with 
the Dominion government might havo 
have been had sevoral years ago!! The 
public and the house may rest satisfied 
that everything that can bo done to ad- 
vance-trie groat interests which depond for 
prosperity on the success of tho local gov- 
ernment's policy is being done. Tho gov- 
ernment horo are exerting every effort to 
bring matters which they found in an un- 
happy muddle to an early and satisfactory 
conclusion, and no fair-minded man would 
attempt to saddle on tho present ministry 
the responsibility for delay which right- 
fully belongs (as we have shown) to their 
predecessors. 

THE QUADRA* STREET LAND 
GRAB. 

Tho "people's paper" says "tho bishop 
is justified in maintaining the church 
lands." We have expressed nb opinion 
as to the right of the bishop to hold tho 
church reserve; but about. 15 yoara ago it 
is remombered that the editor of the 
Standard incited a mob to proceed to 
Church Hill and tear down all the bishop's 
fence (particularly, tho fence which en- 
closed his residence and which fence the 
bishop has since thrown across the Quadra 
street sidewalk.) It is strange to find 
that tho truculent rowdy of fifteen years 
ago to-day endorses the action of the 
bishop in appropriating a pioco of land 
which 21 years' usage has dedicated to the 
public. Ho far from tho weight of the 
legal opinions being on tho side of the 
bishop, we maintain that it is direotly op- 

Jiosod to his action. The land is tho pub- 
ic's and neither tho bishop nor any other 
power had the right to appropriate it. The 
"Peoples Paper" says: "It was .absurd 
of The Colbnist to assort that bocaiise tho 
bishop held a high position in the church 
that he was to bo denied the rights that 
any other citizen enjoyed and could ex- 
ercise without question or comment." But 
The Colonist presented a proposition ex- 
actly the reverse of that misquoted by the 
"P. P." We said that becauBo the 
bishop held a high position in the church, 
he. had done what a private individual 
could not do and oscape scbtfree. The 
case of John Russell* a layman, was pro- 
duced in point. He advanced the lino of 
his building nineteen inches, after the line 
had been given him by tho city surveyor. 
What happened him? He was driven 
back to a line that corresponded with the 
line of adjacent buildings. The Bishop 
of Columbia advanced the line of his 
fenco eight feet.- What happened him? 
He was allowed to retain it. So tho read- 
er will bo apt to think that had Mr. Rus- 
sell been a bishop he might havo fenced 
in the wholo ofGovernment Htreet without 
molestation.

The liyatory of Glaiais Oaatlo. 

A Lpndon letter says: The Strath- 
more family is onn of the oldest and 
moat, historical of .Scotland. Thoy 
have been Earls since 1423, and inhab- 
it a no less historical castle than that 
of G lam is, associated with the Mac- 
betha. In 1455. Lady Strathmore, 
falsely accused of conspiracy by witch- 
craft against the life of King James 
IV. of Scotland, was burnt in the 
Grassemarkets, Edinburgh. Her son, 
driven to desperation by persecution, 
flung himself over n rook and perished 
immediately. The title remained for 
some years dormant, but was revived 
by James I. of ."England, VI. of Scot- 
land. It is said the lady of Strath- 
more cursed her family for having 
abandoned her in her distress. Be 
this as it may, here is what recently 
transpired in this ancient house. For 
four generations there has been a mys- 
tery at Glamis Castle which no ono 
has ever been able to fathom. Some 
said it was a ghost, others a mysterious- 
hidden treasure; but rumors of a more 
or loss uncanny nature floated round 
the country and have done so for about 
ninety-three years. Four Earls of 
Strathmore have seated themselves in 
ancestral state at Westminster, and 
yet all the while the real Earl, the old- 
est of the family, was alive, hidden in 
tho vast old feudal palace at Glamis. 
He died only last year, aged ninety- 
two years, and he was a monster. He 
stood eight feet in height. His head 
and tho upper part of his body resem- 
bled that of a toad. His skin was mark- 
ed with black and white splotches and 
his hands were webbed. He could not 
speak or hear, but his eyes wero bright 
and wild. He never showed signs of 
reason, and in order to avoid legal 
difficulties and painful revelations. this 
horror was hidden in a building erect 
ed for the purpose. His jailers were 
paid handsome annuities to keep si- 
lent, As each Earl succeeded to tho 
estate he was taken to sob this terrific 
creature, and it is said that one of thoso 
gentlemen almost lost his reason in 
beholding this loathsome and gigantic 
horror. Last year tho poo'r wretch 
died and his secret came out, owing to 
difficulties concerning the disposal of 
his remains. The most extraordinary 
part of it all is that the whereabouts 
of the monster Earl was kept so won- 
derfully quiet, and also that he lived to 
such an advanced age. 

The Ohloazo Election. 

Chicago, April 5. — The final returns 
give Harrison a majority of nearly 12,- 
000 over Carey for Mayor. 

On Monday night the Mayor made 
a strong speech to the the "bhoys," in 
which ho assailed the clergy and what 
he termed the "purists" generally in 
no measured terms.

"The newt- 
papers abused him, but he wouldn't 
care for that if they didn't go outside 
of the city, since they lied about Chica- 
go and slanderod it. Tho people 
throughout the country- thought the 
city was a sort of Sodom and Gomorrah 
— was made up of thiovos, cutthroats, 
bummers, sandbaggers (laughLer), rob- 
bers, house-breakers and prostitutes. 
Stiles said thero were 100,000 such be- 
hind him (Harrison). There wero a 
good many snsis rascals hore, but thoy 
were on the other side. (Cheers.) 
When Carey gets in there is to be u 
Paradise in Chicago. (Laughter.) 
Jerry Monroe's place is going to be 
turned into a mission. (Laughter.) 
The Garden on Stato street is to bo til- 
led with ladies singing hymns and 
praying. (Laughter.) State street is 
to be covered with Brussels carpet and 
a canopy put over it through which 
you will see hallelujahs coming. 
(Laughter.) The lion will lie down 
with the lamb — the Lord help the 
lamb — and wo are all to be a happy 
family; and all of us thieves and bum- 
mers are going to be kicked into outer 
darknoss. (Applause.) 



To Flool Sahara. 



Count de Lesseps has explored the 
route for himself, and he declares that 
the construction of a canal to flood 
the great African Desert with tho wa- 
ters of the Mediterranean is feasible. 
Thero has been doubt as to whether the 
surface of Sahara is higher or lower 
than the surface of the sea, but his 
triumphant dispatch from Tunis indi- 
cates that he has obtained information 
that to perform his feat it will not be 
necessary to mak.e water run up hill. 
It is proposed to cut a channel through 
the narrow neck of land vvhich separ- 
ates the salt marshes south of Tunis 
from the Gulf of Gabes, and thus pour 
an ocean into the vast basin of sand 
whoso farther rim is the border of the 
Soudan — a land of tho riches of India 
and the population of tho United 
States. France has been eager to 
bring the heart of Africa to the light 
of civilization, and the wealth of the 
samo to tho pockets of Frenchmen, and 
Colonel Flatters expended three years 
of toil and $100,000 in treasuro in the 
attempt to fulfill his ambitious predic- 
tion, "I will cross Africa with a rail- 
road." Since his slaughtor by the 
Arabs the scheme to penetrate the 
heart of the "Dark .Continent" with a 
railway has dropped from public at- 
tention, and Count de Lossops, the 
great uuiter of the earth's waters, has 
laid his stupendous project before his 
admiring countrymen, with sublimo 
confidence in his ability to secure $ 15,- 
000,000 for tho work by merely asking. 
The Count \t> now- nearly eighty year* 



of ago, and in his long and romantic 
career he has accojnplished-prodigious 
achievements; but if he restores to the 
burning sands of Sahara the waves 
which in a remote ago rolled over 
thorn, the creation of au ocean and the 
civilization of a continent will be the 
climax of hisjeareer and the chief mar- 
vel of his fame. 



LIGHTS OP THE HAH ISM. 

Eolations of tho Ohiof Eunuch and 
His Onoxrea in tho Palaca. 

(Constantinople Letter.) 

It must not be supposed that eu- 
nuchs aro a particularly Turkish or 
Mohammedan institution. They <vero 
known in the East and formed a por- 
tion of the household of Oriental won 
arclis long before the Arabian prophets 
or the Turks were ever heard of. 
Su. h guardians were to be found even 
at the Court of the Byzantine emperors 
and the founders of the Ottoman Em- 
pire adopted them with other attributes 
of sovereign State in throwing oil' all 
semblance of subjection to the Sosjuek- 
ian Sultans. Aping the example of 
the sovereigns the great pachas went 
in for the same custom, placing the 
care of their females under one or more 
such qualified guardians. Of late 
years the employment of eunuchs bus 
gone out of fashion, ordinary male 
attendants being sent in charge of the 
ladies when taking their walks abroad. 
This is duo in a measure, I fancy, to 
the more humane and enlightened ideas 
with re-card to thoir family life, which 
set in with the advent to the throne of 
Abdul Aziz. He abrogated the cruel 
law by which none of the male children 
of the Sultans were allowed to survive 
their birth, and no princess to have 
sons that might become possible pre- 
tenders to the throne. The birth of 
his own son, Yusuf Izzedin, was kept 
carefully concealed, and whon this be- 
came no longer necessary, ho rejoiced 
the hearts of his sisters by allowing 
them the same privileges as all Mos- 
lem women, whoso greatest desire is 
to bocotno the mother of a male child. 

The timo, however, is within the re- 
collection of many persons at Constan- 
tinople when no carriage with Turkish 
ladies was to be seen unaccompanied 
by mounted eunuchs, armed with keen 
cutting .scimitars, which they where apt 
to use on the slightest provocation. 
There is a gentleman still to be met 
with out here who received a handsome 
indemnity from the Porte for tho se- 
vere punishment he received at the 
hands of a eunuch for what the latter 
considered impertinent glances thrown 
by a Ghiaour' in the direction of the 
fair "Truo Believers" promenading tho 
sweet waters under his care. To ro 
turn, however, to tho subject of the 
"Darusseadet-Oghasse," This high of- 
fice was only instituted in the reign of 
of Sultan Murad HI., and the first per- 
son appointed was a negro, named Me- 
hemet Agha. His successor was a 
white eunuch, for it, was the fashion 
to have these guardians of both colors. 

Several of the keepers of tho "Gate 
of Felicity" seem to have been nion of 
marked ability, and some of them of 
considerable attainments, so it is not 
surprising to find thoy should have been 
transferred form the domestic to the 
public servico. Such advancement, 
however, has never fallen to the lot of 
other than white eunuchs. 

Two of these latter even became 
grand viziers — the one a certain K.lia 
dum Messih Pacha, in the reign of 
Selini I., and the other KurJjis Me- 
liomet Pacha in that of tho first Sultan 
Achmet Others again, have had the 
title of Sadr-Azane (Grand Vizier) be- 
stowed upon them without the office, 
just as Beiram Agl.a is in the present 
day. While ,the "Gate of Felicity" 
has thus led to groat honors in the 
past to some of its guardians it has, in 
the case of others, but proved the por- 
tal of death by the bowstring and yat- 
aghan, for Ottoman monarclis were 
mighty jealous of their honor, and the 
slightest suspicion of anything being 
wrong in the harem was wont to send 
many an inmate to tho bottom of the 
Bosphorus, together with those who 
wero supposed to have shown a lack of 
vigilance. The chief eunuch enjoys 
great power in the harem, and although 
the days of "sack" and "bowstring" 
are past it is decidedly bad for the lady 
who falls out with the guardian of the 
gate, for ho can make her a closo pris- 
oner and deprive her of all comfort,

Mr. Orr said with rogard to the DeCoa- 
mos claim, ho had received a latter from 
that gentleman complainingthat his atate- 
menthad not been published, and also his 
answer to Mr. Beaven. 

Tho speaker said they had. better be 
submitted as further evidence from tho 
committee. 

Mr. Martin moved that the report of 
tho select committee appointed to en- 
quire into tho claims of the Britiah Co- 
lumbia Express Co. bo adopted. 

Mr. Smithe moved report stand over. 
Tho report would bo considered by tho 
govommont which intended to deal equit- 
ably with all such matters. It was not 
clear how far the scope of tho motion 
extonded, but ho had doubts if in any 
caao the matter could bo dealt with on 
the motion of a private member. 
Tho resolution was withdrawn.

Hon. Mr. Smitho said since the intro- 
duction of tho bill he had made con- 
siderable alterations in it, and under the 
circumstances he would bo inclined to sub- 
mit an amended bill he had prepared. 

Mr. Beaven thought the tirat bill had 
better be withdrawn and the other bill 
proceeded with. 

Hon. Mr. Smithc said tho principle of 
the bill had not beon changed, only the 
details, to make it more in accordance 
with tho land act. Thoy had time to-day 
and might dispose of it; but as tho pro- 
posed course waB irregular, he would leave 
tho matter to the leader of the opposi- 
tion. 

Mr. Beaven ' thought thoy had bettor 
deal with the amended bill. 

Mr. Orr proposed that tho first bill bo 
withdrawn and that the amended bill be 
takon up to morrow aa there was plenty 
of work to go on with. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said he would have 
the aniondod bill printed 'by to-morrow. 
He moved that the order for the second 
reading be discharged. Carried. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe then obtainod leave 
to introduce a bill rotative to theEaglo Bass 
wagon road, and moved that it be road a 
first time and that tho second reading 
take place on Tuesday. Carried. 

MINERAL ACT AMENDMENT BILL. 

Mr. Grant, in moving the second road- 
ing of this bill, thought it would meet tho 
views of those engagod in mining matters. 
He wished to see joint stock companies 
placed in certain matters on the same 
footing as private individuals. The bill 
also asked that discoverers of minerals he 
rewarded by crown grants, and that the 
sum of $1000 expenditure on a claim ho 
substituted for $5000. It was proposed 
that a tax of $100 per acre bo imposed on 
claims that are not worked, which would 
prevent corporations iu a yreat measure 
from tying up mineral lands. Ho thought 
the mode of sale of mineral claims for tux- 
wanted revision. . 

Mr. Wilson said he intended to support 
this bill, which had been already discussed 
by those interested. Tho idea was more 
liberality in the matter of crown grants, 
and tho preventing of mineral claims 
from being locked up; also a reward to 
thoso who discovered minerals by a crown 
grant. The method of sale for taxes had 
also been dealt with, and if in future the 
tax on unworked mineral claims was in- 
sufficient it could be increased. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that the bill waa 
strictly out of order; but the government 
had docided not to object to it. As to re- 
warding discovorers of veins or lodes,' he 
thought thoro would bo considerable diffi- 
culty, as a man might discover an old 
lode which had been abandoned and re- 
ceive a crown grant. There was nothing 
said about gold in paying quantities. How- 
ever, most of tho other provisions of the 
bill commended themselves to the house. 

Mr. Orr said whon a man discovers a 
mine, as soon as ho has made a record, 
others go in and locate beside him on pay 
ing $1000, while the man himself might 
havo spont several thousand dollars in tho 
discovery. Ho would support the clauso 
awarding crown grants to discoverers. 

Tho house then went into committee of 
the whole, Mr. Duck in the chair. 

Mr. Grant moved that clauses 2 and 3 
stand over for the prosent. Carried. 

Section 4 was then passed and section 5 
taken up. 

This related to free miners discovering 
now lodes or veins of minerals, as defined 
by the mineral act; such discovery having 
been established to the satisfaction of the 
gold commissioner, the miner shall be en- 
titled to record a discovery claim, and be 
givon throe months' leave of absonce to 
obtain a crown grant. 

Mr. Wilson thought it would bo better 
on the wholo to leave the B*ection as it 
stood. 

Hon. Mr. Davie thought great difficul- 
ties would occur in rogard to these discov- 
eries and considerable abuses would re- 
sult. Crown grants would bo very easily 
obtained. Ho objected to tho principle 
of a man getting a crown grant simply on 
the pica that ho had located a claim. He 
would move that tho words after the 4th 
line be struck out, so that the clauso 
would merely give the minor three 
months' loavc of absonce. 

Mr. Orr said this was a bill for encour- 
aging froo minors, and this crown grant 
was all the encouragomout thoy had. The 
leave of absenco amounted to nothing. 
Tho clauso was intended to protect tho 
men who had made tho country. 

Hon. Mr. Davio said ho would propose 
further to striko out tho wholo of section 
G. He claimed that people could go 
through the country with money in thoir 
pockets and pick up what mineral lands 
thoy liked. 

Mr. McLoose said that even if tho 
minor did get a grant on an old claim, he 
was subject to taxation. 

Mr. Grant admitted thoro waa some- 
thing in the objections of the hon. attor- 
ney general. «■ 

Mr. Cowan was in favor of the amend- 
ment and would support it. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe aupported tho am- 
endment and ho would ovon make the 
term of absence allowed 12 months. He 
did not think, howover that tho mineral 
lands would bo taken up aa Btatod by tho 
Hon. Mr. Davio. He would give men 
every oucouragoment to proapoct, but it 
we* not desirable thr.t mineral lands 



should bo locked up by miners thus get- 
ting crown giants. He would suggest 
that at least 6 months bo allowed to the 
prospector. 

The section finally read as follows: 
Any company, free miner, or party of 
free miners, who shall discover a new 
lode or vein containing minerals aa de- 
fined by the "Mineral Act, 1882," shall, 
upon such discovery being established to 
tho satisfaction of a gold commissioner, be 
entitled to leave of absence thorefrom for 
six months. 
Clauses 7 and 8 were struck out. . 
Section 7 formerly 9 was then consid- 
eredarjd passod as follows: 

It shall be a sufficient compliance with 
the requirements of this or of tho "Min- 
eral Act, 1882," in respect of the repre- 
sentation of any mineral claim, if the sum 
of $200 bo exponded on such claim an- 
nually. 

Section 9 wasallowod to stand over. 

Section ono was taken up and passed 
with a verbal alteration. 

Section 2 was struck out. 

Section 3 passed with a slight alter- 
ation. 

Tho committee then rose and roported 
progress and asked leave to sit again. 

Tho report was received and leave given 
to sit again.

At that time witness did not 
know thoy woro stolen goods. 

Another witness related a conversation 
in jail in which Kelly risked witness ■ to 
toll Lano that the game was all up. Ho 
also statod last Saturday night that Car- 
roll was acting with Goo. Pretorius. 

To Mr. Wilson— In tho jail witness 
acted as yardman, and came in contact 
with the other prisoners, did not remem- 
ber asking Kelly any questions, and in- 
ferred from the words usod by tho pri- 
soner that ho made reference to the late 
robbery. . * 

Mr. Wilson strongly objected to this 
last a atonient being taken down as evi- 
dence but was'overrulod by Ilia honor. 

John Parker, a bar-keoper, knew the 
prisoner, who complained to him of hav- 
ing tho diarrooha; thought he usod to board 
at the Terminus hotel.

Waluhuford, Conn., March SI, — The 
lyceum was never ao densely racked as on 
Monday night to hear the discussion of 
the question: "Resolved, that marriage is 
more conducive to happiness than single 
life." Most of the .soats wero occupied 
by ladies, and the sterner sex stood ten 
feot abreast in the rear of tho hall. 
President I!. A. Treat was in the chair, 
and led the meeting through tho intrica- 
cies of the parliamentary business in 
true parliamentary style. When it came 
to select the judges for the even- 
ing it was voted to distribute the honors 
among the ladies, and Mrs. L. M. Hub- 
bard, Mrs. F. C. Allen And Miss Minnie 
Judd were appointed to decide on the ar- 
guments. 

Franklin Johnson was (ho Drat speaker, 
and was in favor of married life. In his 
opinion the question was the niOBt im- 
portant that ever agitated tho breast of 
mankind. God saw it was not good for 
man to be alone; so ho made woman. If 
man was left alone ho would be like Cain, 
excluded from society. His burdoii 
would be greater than ho could bear. 
Ho would be like Selkirk on tho desert 
island, who cried, "O, solitude where are 
thy charms!" The speaker had heard a 
groat deal of the crowning of kings, but a 
good wife was a better crown to her hus- 
band. It was tho softening influence of 
woman that makes man' what ho is. 
General Jackson when in a fury of pas- 
sion waa calmed by his wife. Everybody 
hates an old bachelor. His beard is long, 
and flavored with rum and tobacco. The 
young man who has popped the question 
and won the girl's consent knows what 
happiness is. Tho old maid is in tho iit- 
uation of Logan, the Indian, who liad 
"no one to mourn for him." Married 
people boar each other's burdens. Tho 
speaker once caught a cold which settled 
in his teeth, and his agony was soothed 
by his wife and children. (Applause. ) 

William Hassett, a married man, hav 
ing beon appointed to speak on the other 
side, left his wife at home. Ho criticised 
the affirmative for not defining happiness. 
He didn't believe Eve could have beon 
happy with Cain a murderer, and her 
other son tho victim. No one was so un- 
happy as the mother whoso child was 
dying of a malignant disease. Before 
marriage there was loss care and less 
trouble. Besides, ono did not have to be 
married to have tho society of woman. 
(Cheers.) Of thirteen married men only 
two had spoken in favor of married life, 
and but one against; tho rest wero afraid 
to tell the truth. (Laughter.) 

H. H. Martin road his remarks from 
paper and claimed that though Eve raised 
Cain, still alio was a helpmeot indispensa- 
ble to Adam. He related a story of n 
local benedict, who kept hoase by himself 
and usod clam shells for dishes. Old 
bachelors had a button-can't-atay-on 
look. An old maid was always looking 
forward to marriage just as a consumpt- 
ive never gives up hope while life lasts. 
She was likely to be a scandal monger, 
and had no ono to love but horcat. The 
testimony of every bachelor was that if ho 
was to live his life over lie would marry, 
if lie had to go it blind. 

Z. P. Beach loft his wife at homo while 
ho came ovor from Parker's farraB to put 
in some heavy licks for the negative. He 
thought a man had more female society 
before marriage than after. As for old 
maids, tho census returns didn't ahow 
any. Those who didn't marry remained 
young. From experience he know that 
married men had to Bew on buttons as 
single mon. Marriage addod to a man's 
cares and gonerally made more mouths to 
feed. A father had to bo up in the mid- 
dle of tho night to call tho doctor for the 
baby, when he would much rather stay in 
bed. Groat applause followed.tho speaker 
aa ho aat down. 

J. J. Redmond was tho first colibato to 
take tho floor. He Baw more jolly bache- 
lors about than married men, Ho admitt- 
ed a liking for old maids, but blushed 
deeply as he made the confession. An 
old maid and a bachelor could get to- 
gether and have a good time. (Groat ap- 
plause.) Marriage was one of thoao mis- 
fortunes that a man was sometimes forced 
into. Ho didn't mean to 'get into' that 
atato just yet. 

Lawyer Fowlor appeared to be retained 
on the othor sido, and quoted statistics to 
show that married peoplo lived longer 
than the unmarried; woro less likely to 
commit crime and were consequently more 
happy. He did not speak from experience 
but from observation only. 

Homer R. Johnson, a sturdy farmer 
from tho west farms. and a married man, 
mado his maidon'spoech in favor of singlo 
blessedness. It was his opinion that mar- 
ried peoplo lived in constant jaw and 
jangle every day of thoir lives. (Applause) 
The fleah was weak and every little jar in 
the family would create a rumpus. Ho 
onco heard of two married people who 
had red hair. (Laughter.) "Red hair is 
asign of pluck, ladiea and gentlemen. 
(Renewed laughter.) The couple wero 
plucky a good share of the time." He 
knew mon who had been married only a 
short timo and who had grey hair. Tho 
cares of married life mado them grey. 
If a single man took care of himself nnd 
took regular sleep (Cheers) he could live 
to a good old age. About one-tenth of 
the married peoplo wero finally divorced. 
Somo people said that women havo one 
more rib than mon, but he was not n close 
inspector and didn't know. Ho did 
know that if a niarriod man was away 
from home at nights hia wife would want 
to know where he had been. Women aro 
naturally suspicious. Sometimes it was 
best to tell them— and sometimes not. 
(Great applause.) 

-• J. C. Mansfield, in tho strain of Horace 
Greoloy, advised young men to "get mar- 
red and bo happy." He drew a glowing 
picture of domestic lifo, and onded by 
saying that he was a married man, and 
could run faster, jump higher, divo deeper 
and come out dryer than any single man 
of hia age. 

J. W. Sisson, when called on, said he 
should like to help out the negative, but 
his wife waa presont. .'. . 

Warden Treat said happiness lay in the 
performance of every known duty. Mar- 
riage wa3 a duty. Single men sooner or 
later saw it was absolutely necessary to 
take a wife. Frivolity and gayity did 
not constitute truo happiness. He made 
an eloquent appeal for the domestic 
hearth, with tho children running to lisp 
thoir aire's return. 

D. E. Morris remained single twenty- 
five years, and was fortunate to get mar- 
ried as soon aa he did. Ho found when 
hia wife waa abaont at tho seaside last sum- 
mer, that he had littlo to eat and waa not 
happy. Ho didn't like to hoar tho mar- 
ried men speaking on tho negative. 

E, M. Judd thought that spinsters were 



happier than married women, aa they 
wero always anticipating marriage, and 
the greatest pleasure lay in the anticipa- 
tion. fTho speaker's wife was not pres- 
ent.] He noticed a remark of a pre- 
vious speaker, who is in the 
habit of making mysterious visits to 
Thompsonville, and who .stated that he 
never saw anunhappy bachelor. Mr. Judd 
happoned to see tho young man soon after 
one of those visits and saw how disconso- 
late ho looked. The parting from the 
lady gave the young man a malarial at- 
tack which made him call loudly for his 
dear one. (Laughter.) 

Sovoral others took a hand in tho debate 
and received their duo aharo of applause. 
Tho decision of the judges was in the 
affirmative, though, as only two of them 
were married women, the decision was 
not unanimous. 



Man and "Wife. 



To become a husband is aa serious a 
matter to a man as it is for a woman 
to hecome a wife. Marriage is no 
child's play; it brings added care, trial, 
perplftxity, vexation, and it requires a 
great deal of the happiness which legit- 
imately springs out of it to make the 
balance heavy in its favor. 

If you wish to live in harmonious 
union with your wife, start out with 
the avowed recognition of the fact that 
she is your companion and co-partner.l 
Marriage usually make3 the -wife 
neither of these. In many instances 
she sees less of her husband than be- 
fore she married him. Ho comes, he 
goes, he reads, thinks, works, and un- 
der tho stimulus of business?, brings all 
his power and faculties to the surfaco, 
and is developed thereby — not always 
symmetrically, but vigorously — not al- 
ways harmoniously, but with increasing 
power. Married men do not always 
shrivel up nor puc on a look of pre- 
mature age, but women frequently do; 
and it is very plain why they do. 

Married women aro shut up in 
houses, their chief care is for things 
that havo no inspiring influence. Their 
time is taken up in meeting the physic- 
al wants of their families — cooking, 
washing dishes, keeping the house in 
order, sewing, receiving company — 
not ono of which has in it a tendency 
eveu to culture and elevation. Mar- 
ried women are devoted to the house, 
and this means a life of vexation and 
pettiness. Treat your wife exactly as 
you yourself would, like to be treated 
if you had to live undor her circum 
stances, and you will not go far wrong. 

Do not entertain tho silly notion 
that because she is of a different sox 
from your own that she is therefore 
different in her wants, feelings, quali- 
ties and powers. Do not be the victim 
of any social policy. Stand up brave- 
ly for the right, give your wife a chance 
to live, grow, and be somebody, and 
become something. 

Try to be thoughtful, considerato 
and forbearing. You will have new 
duties, and they will bring new trials. 
Take good care of your health and 
hers. Be simple, both, iu your habits; 
bo careful in your expenditures; be in- 
diiHtrioua;if you keep good health and 
aro frugal; blessings will come from 
your united love, and you will grow 
happier and better clay by clay as the 
years pass. 

— To a 
Zulu a baboon is much less an animal 
than a man, whose transformation he 
is quite ablo to explain. It is one of 
Tusi's men, ho says, when he kills one; 
and Tusi was a man of tho Amafeno 
tribe, a peoplo so habitually idle that 
they would always eat at other people's 
houses rather than dig for themselvea 
Tusi, their chief, one day led them in- 
to the wilderness, were the handles 
of thoir digging implements gradually- 
turned into tails, thoir foreheads over- 
hanging, arfQ their bodies covered with 
hair; and from that timo they went to 
the precipices and havo bad their dwel 
ling among tho rocks. So thought the 
Germans once of the storks; they were 
born as men in other parts of the 
world, and came to Germany in the 
form of birds. — Comhill Magazine.
